are two men appointed to $5000 a 
year jobs on Capitol Hill who can­ 
not draw their salaries because no 
money is available. Thesf men were 
nam ed to the State Bridge C o m m i s ­ 
sion which war created by the last 
G eneral Assembly. 
The commission was authorized by 
the legislature to take over all toll 
bridges on State 
highway 
routes 
within Pennsylvania. 
Instead 
of 
m aking an appropriation to carry 
out the work the 
legislature 
has 
given the commission power to issue 
revenue bonds to raise the 
funds 
necessary to purchase the bridges. 
Of the five members of the com­ 
mission three of them are named 
by the governor and are to receive 
salaries of $5000. The other members 
are the secretary of highways and 
the Auditor General. These State 
officials receive no additional com­ 
pensation for being members of the 
commission. 
The commission is given authority 
to charge tolls on the bridges ac­ 
quired. The money from tolls will 
be used to pay interest on the loans 
and to amortize the bond issues. In 
addition the running expenses of the 
commission arc to be paid for from 
tolls collected. 
Until the commission begins func­ 
tioning, issues bonds to purchase a 
bridge or two and start collecting 
tolls from motorists the commission­ 
ers m ust wait fo^ their salaries. The 
law gives the commission authority 
to hire other help but th at probably 
will be deferred until there is some 
revenue in sight.

Motor Vehicle 
Code Changes j 


Digest of the amendments to the 
motor vehicle code as prepared by 
the Pennsylvania Motor Federation 
with which the New Castle Motor 
club is affiliated, continued from 
yesterday, follow: 
Section 703—was amended setting 
up separate classes for six-wheeled 
(three axles) commercial motor ve 
hides and truck tractors other than 
those electrically operated equipped 
with pneumatic tires. 
Heretofore, 
there was only one class provided 
for six-wheeled motor vehicles, w’hich 
class only included motor vehicles 
the chassis weight of which was 
12,000 pounds and over. 
This becomes effective August 1, 
1931, 
Section 704—was amended to pro­ 
vide for eight classes of six-wheeled 
(three axles) commercial motor ve­ 
hicles and truck tractors aquipped 
with solid rubber or cushion rubber 
tires. 
This becomes effective August 1, 
1931. 
Section 705—was amended so as 
to provide eight classes for six- 
w’heeled (three axles) 
electrically 
operated commercial motor vehicles 
and truck tractors. 
This becomes effective August 1, 
1931. 
Section 706—was amended so as to 
provide for seven classes of four- 
wheeled (tw'o axles) and six-wheeled 
(three axles) 
trailers and 
semi­ 
trailers. 
This becomes effective August 1, 
1931. 
Section 719—was amended provid­ 
ing for the payment of tw'o cents per 
ton of two thousand pounds or frac­ 
tion thereof of gross weight of ve­ 
hicle and load in excess of the maxi­ 
mum weights allowed for each mile 
or fraction thereof of length in haul 
payable to the authorities issuing 
such permit in addition to the five 
dollar fee for the special hauling 
permit. Tliis was amended so as to 
discourage the transporting of ex­ 
cessive loads over the highways of 
the commonwealth. 
This amendment is now in effect, 
etc.

Rigid standards for the 
growth 
and development of children cannot 
be laid down. Normal babies do not 
vary widely one from another in 
size and rate of grow'th, but after 
the period of infancy development 
Is not uniform in all individuals 
Hereditary influences begin to make 
themselves felt, and if a child is go­ 
ing to be a small adult, his rate of 
growlh is not the same as if he is 
destined for large bodily size. 
Weight and height are, however, 
the best general standards of nor­ 
mal growth and development. Other 
things being equal, a growing child 
who Is ten per cent below the aver­ 
age weight for his age is abnormal, 
but, if he shows no disease on phy­ 
sical examination, 
the 
difference 
may be disregarded. 
This is not a 
usual situation, however, because 
such a child almost invariably will 
be found to have something the 
m atter with it. 
Height is a more reliable standard 
than weight. 
Height cannot be influenced by 
diet or exercise, but weight can. 
There is no way we know to make 
a child grow or to stop excessive 
height. 
There are seasonal variations 
in 
growth. Summer Is the time of more 
increase in height and weight than 
winter. From June to November the 
average child 
leads a freer, more 
out-of-doors existence, 
with more 
activity, and consequently less 
in­ 
fection and illness, and hence is the 
period of greatest growth. 
Fatigue is an influential factor in 
growth. It Is a curious thing that 
after a good night’s rest both chil­ 
dren and adults are slightly taller (1 
to 3 centimeters) than after a day 
of activity. 
It is not simple to construct a 
condensed height and w'eight table 
for children. 
Boys and girls vary 
slightly. 
At 3 years different boys 
may be 35 to 39 inches tall 
and 
weigh from 29 to 35 pounds.
